Tax assessors have been advised by 
circular letter sent out from the state 
tax department, that section 57 of 
the revenue act of 1919 directs the 
manner in which 
assessm ents shall 
be made by the assessor, when the 
ta* payer has not returned a list of 
his property prior to the first Monday 
in February. 
The section provides that in 
all 
suck cases a penalty of 10 per ct. shall 
be added to the assessed value. 
The 
letter adds: “We find that many of 
the assessors in the state are making 
assessm ents after the first Monday 
n February, without adding the 10 
per cent penalty. The assessor, ho\Y 
ever, has no legal right to postpone 
the assessm ents ill this way, or for 
any other cause, and there is no ex 
caption in the law to the requirements 
that the 10 per (Cent* penalty be added 
to all assessm ents not made before 
the first Monday in February." 
The addition of this assessm ent is 
not a voluntar act on the part of the 
assessor, but it is pointed out that in 
the event the assessor fails to add it, 
the exam iner of accounts is author­ 
ized to tax it up against the several 
assessor^ in the state. 
Many proper­ 
ty owners are of the opinion that this 
addition of penalty is a voluntary act, 
when under the law the assessor is 
compelled to add it or pay it him self. 
Bearing in ' mind this - fact w ill savq 
property owners much expense in the 
assessing and paving of taxes.
